PLAN TO BE BACKED 
BY ALL HOSPITALS | 


Under Proposal, Drugs, 
Nursing, Anesthetics | 
Would Be Furnished 
Members for 21 Days. 


A plan for group hospitalization 
protection for Georgians through pay- 


ment of a small monthly sum is be- 
ing promulgated by the Georgia Hos- 
pital Association, and legislation clear- 
ing the way for the project will be 
sponsored by the state-wide hospital 
organization at the next session of the 
legislature.

In brief, the plan would guarantee | 
hospitalization to members of the | 
project who would be required to pay | 
a sum of between 75 cents and $1 
monthly. 

Should a member become ill or need 
hospitalization in any way, (Georgia | 
hospitals would take care . of... that 
member for a maximum of about 21 
days, supplying drugs, anesthetics, 
routine nursing, food, etc. All hos- 
pital bills would be paid out of the 
monthly dues, 

Doctors are establishing a similar 
system of protection and the two plans 
would work in conjunction, A person 
holding membership in both the hos- | 
pital and the doctor's organization | 
would not be required to pay more | 
than the monthly dues to the two as- | 
sociations. Physicians in Fulton coun- | 
ty already have inaugurated a plan | 
somewhat like this but its details are 
still to be worked out. 

Other States Have Plan. 

The president of the Georgia Hos- 
pital Association, Superintendent W. 
I). Barker, of the Georgia Baptist hos- 
pital, said a number of other states 
already have group hospitalization or-| 
ganizations but before one can be es- 
tablished in Georgia, laws will have | 
to be changed so that the plan will 
not be classified as an insurance ven- | 
ture.

TAK ASSESSMENTS 
ATTACKED IN SUIT 


Protest Against Work of 
Arbitration Board Made 
by 30 Taxpayers. 


A wholesale protest seeking reduc- 
tions in state and county tax assess- 


ments for 1934 landed in Fulton su- 
perior court Friday when about 30 
owners of large real estate holdings 
filed a suit in equity asking that Tax 
Collector W. 8S. Richardson be enjoin- 
ed from levying on the properties and 
that the findings of a hoard of arbitra- 
tion appointed to hear the protests be 
set aside. 

The petitioners charge that A. Steve 
Nance, who represented the county on 
the board, and the Fulton county com- 
missioners, in appointing Ed L. Al- 
mand, commissiwner-elect, as a third 
member, conspired to “squelch all fu- 
ture demands for arbitration of coun- 
ty and state tax assessments in Ful- 
ton county,” and contend that Al- 
mand’s appointment was illegal. 

Judge E. D. Thomas set a hearing 
on the petition for December 11. It 
was announced ty Ralph Pharr, act- 
ing county attorney, that the county 
will file an answer before the date 
set for the hearing. a 

According to the protesting tax- 
payers, the amount of cash involved 
in the disputed Valuations is about 

75.000. The valuations disputed 
amount to about $2.000.000. and cover 
some of. Atlanta's largest apartment 
buildings and several valuable down- 
town parcels. 

Board Actions Hit. 

It is further charged that the board 
of tax assessors are “abdicating” their 
jobs in taking assessments at 70 per 
eent of the city assessments, without 
verification, and that the board of 
arbitration in passing m the valua- 
tions were made “solely in accordance 
with the predilections and bias of the 
said arbitrator and ‘umpire,’” refer- 
ring to Almand and Nance. J. H. 
Taylor, who was appointed as a mem 
ber of the arbitration board repre- 
senting the taxpayers. withdrew from 
the body and the proceedings went 

ahead without him.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(#)— 
Better business and a better business 
outlook .were reported today by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States and upheld by government sta- 
tistics. 

“Evidences of improving business 
sentiment, and a basis for it, seen in 
October, continue to appear in No- 
vember,” the Chamber said, noting “a 
6 per cent rise in the volume of check 
payments, steady retail sales, stable 
wholesale prices, favorable car load- 
ing reports and increasing steel pro- 
duction.” | 

Meanwhile, the commerce depart- 
ment prepared for its forthcoming 
monthly review a statement that busi- 
ness has been slowly on the gain. It 
reported increased industrial produc- 
tion, employment, pay rolls and con- 
struction.

“In this conflict of interpretations, 
labor accepts that of the national la- 
bor relations board, the judicial tribu- 
nal created by congress for the pur- 
pose of interpreting Section 7-A and 
applying it to particulor cases. 

“Labor cannot and will not accept 
Richberg’s interpretation. Under his 
interpretation a corporation can abso- 
lutely control the economic destinies 
of all its workers.” 

Company Union War. 

The controversy goes back to the 
federation’s war upon the company 
union. Elections of the type referred 
to have been directed at giving the 
worker an opportunity to express by 
secret ballot his preference for a union 
with national affiliations or for the 
employe representation plan of the em- 
ployer. 

The Houde decision was hailed by 
labor as a monumental victory, since, 
if enforced, the national and interna- 
tional unions chosen in such elections 
would have the legal right to represent 
all the workers in the plant in which 
the election was held.

The move was said to have been

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—More 
than 2,000 acres of land valued at 
from $1.75 to $5 an acre, were today 
authorized for purchase in Rabun, 
Habersham, Towns, Fannin, Gilmer 
and Lumpkin counties, Georgia, by the 
national forest reservation commission, 
of which Senator Walter F. George 
is a member. 

The Georgia land, as wel] as thou- 
sands of acres authorized for pur- 
chase in other states east of the Mis- 
sissippi river at a cost of approxi- 
mately $8,000,000, will be converted 
into national forests. 

Senator George, who arrived in|

in Georgia,” Senator George reported. 
“I have not yet had an opportunity of 
visiting President Roosevelt at his 
Warm —e home but I shall do 
so some day next week.” 

_ He indicated that during the com- 
ing session of congress he was sure 
that an additional $10,000,000 would 
be appropriated to purchase more land 
suitable for forest reservation pur- 
poses in various states of the country.

Berman Will UrgeCouncil 
To Provide Laboratory 
- for Examinations. 


Establishment of a city laboratory 
for the physical examination of those 
engaged in the sale of foods and drinks 
and extension of the present ordinance 
requiring the semi-annual_ certificates 
to groceries, bakeries and candy man- 
ufacturing establishments, will be ad- 
vocated immediately, it was announc- 
ed Friday afternoon by Councilman 
Joseph E. Berman, co-author of the 
original ordinance. 

Berman said 7,500 persons already 

have procured the certificates in com- 
pliance with provisions of the ordi- 
nance, that about 3,000 more have not 
yet complied and that with the pro- 
posed extension made effective, at 
least 15,000 would be affected. 
‘ He cited the fact that the city al- 
ready has collected about $3,500 for 
tre issuance of the certificates, and 
that the cost of the laboratory equip- 
ment and salaries would not exceed 
$3.000 a year. 

The laboratory, he said, would re- 
lieve the state laboratory, which can- 
not effectively handle so great a vol- 
ume of business as has been precipi- 
tated because of the compliance with 
the local ordinance. 

Quoting figures from an official of 
the state department, Berman assert- 
ed that examinations show that about 
15 per cent of the persons examined 
have heen infected and that the move

i “If the city had its own laboratory, 
it would react to eliminate the criti- 
cisms that quack doctors are distribut- 
ing clean bills of health without re- 
quiring any examination of _ appli- 
cants,” Berman contended.

HOPKINS OUTLINES 
NEW RELIEF PLAN 


Elimination of Direct 
Aid To Be Sought, May- 
ors Are Told. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—(#)—Harry 
L. Hopkins-told critics of his federal 
relief administration today that some 
changes in the methods of meeting the 
problem of the needy would be made 
by. the White House and the new 
congress, but that the basic principle 
of caring for them as-long as the need 
exists would be maintained. 

“As long as the need is here,” he 
told the heads of 95 important cities 
at the United States conference of 
mayors, “that need must be met. 

“Some people cry, ‘There is too 
much refiel’ and ‘Cut it down.’ Well, 
I'll tell them what to do. Go see these 
people who are on relief. Go to their 
homes. See if they like relief,’”’ Hop- 
kins added. 

Defends Administration. 

He replied to recent charges of 
“shameful waste” voiced by Senator 
William E. Borah, of Idaho, with the 
assertion that “Every grocery order 
and every gas bill” of the indigent 
had been carefully recorded and every 
case had been scrupulously investigat- 
ed before being put on the rolls. “I 
have no apologies to offer for the way 
relief has been administered,” he said. 

“Now people can yell about cutting 
expenditures, one famous organization 
— forget its name—demands that the 
relief budget be cut a billion dollars 
next year. But I’ll bet a dollar to a 
doughnut that no member of the or- 
ganization ever darkened the door of 
a relief office.” 

“Ts relief the way to meet. the 
problem?” he asked. “I am more con- 
vinced than ever that the way to do 
this is by the work method.” 

He was interrupted by applause; 
then continued: 

“T feel the present way is not the 
method. A new way must and will 
be found. I don’t see why we should 
continue relief as such any longer 
than we must. But I am convinced 
that with the man we now have in 
the White House and the congress 
that is meeting in January, these 
things will be answered satisfactorily 
for the American people.” 
~ Hopkins stated his belief in work 
relief, although it was more expensive 
and admitted the needy could have 
been cared for more economically. He 
replied to advocates of a less costly 
method : 

To Protect Retailers. 

“One way we could do it is through 
commissaries, buying everything 
wholesale at the price we want. ‘We 
could buy the way wholesalers do and 
save money, of course, it would bank- 
rupt one-fourth of the retailers. We 
can produce our own food and cloth- 
ing still more cheaply. Who wants 
that? I know many mayors and busi- 
nessmen who don’t. I don’t believe 
in production for use... .” 

Hopkins said most cities and some 
states had.done a “magnificent job” 
and added: “Don’t go back on us 
now.” 

He estimated 17,000,000 people were 
on relief now, full or partial, although 
some three or four million had been 
re-employed in the last year. They 
want a job, he asserted, but the only 
security they have now is relief, He 
pointed out how they may be given 
work. 

“In Massachusetts, the greatest 
shoe manufacturing center in the 
world, hundreds of children are shoe- 
less. Take a look at the houses need- 
ed, In passing through Michigan I 
saw dozens of homes not fit to live 
in. Why.don’t we build new ones?” 

“We did splendid things,”; he, said, 
“but could have done a better job.”

MILLER ORDERS -

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 23.—

today from Governor B. M. Miller to 
sheriffs and solicitors that the sale 
of beer, wine and hard liquors in Ala- 
bama must stop. 

The order followed publication here 
today that 15 dealers in Montgomery 
had paid tHe $1,000 special excise tax 
imposed on dealers in intoxicants in 
dry states by the federal government. 

In a letter to Sheriff Sam Starnes, 
of Montgomery, the governor called 
attention to the payment as reported 
and said, “if it is true, it is time for 
action. Delay is dangerous for the 
welfare of the state. Officials must 
do their duty.” 

And in passing the letter to news- 
men, Governor Miller, an ardent pro- 
hibitionist, added “And that goes for 
the whole state. This thing must 
stop.” 

The sale of beer has been more or 
less general in Alabama since it was 
legalized by congress, and notice of 
the issuance of more.than 3,000 re- 
tail beer dealers licenses brought a 
demand from J. Bibb Mills, superin- 
tendent of the state Anti-Saloon 
league in Birmingham that the ex- 
cise tax be collected. ; 

Several suits to test the constifu- 
tionality of the tax were filed in Bir- 
mingham, but Judge W. I. Grubb, in 
United States district court, ruled it 
was a tax and not a penalty, and de- 
clined to grant pleas for injunctions. 

Arthur Greenwood, cafe proprietor 
in Birmingham, was the first beer 
purveyor in Alabama to plank down 
$1,000 in cash, and earlier this week 
another dealer *in beer was cited by 
United States District Attorney Jim, 
Smith. This was followed by the pay- 
ment of the $1,000 excise by the 15 
dealers here.

MOFFETT ATTACKS 
IGKES HOME PLAN 


Says Government Has No 
Place as Competitor of 
Private Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(>— 
The liberal-conservative conflict with- 
in the administration broke sharply 
into the open today w James A. Mof- 
fett, the federal housinre administrator, 
publicly termed “ruinous” a vast fed- 
erally-financed housing program ad- 
vanced by Secretary Ickes, 

Moffett, labeled »s more of a con- 
servative than Ickes, declared the pub- 
lice works administrator’s plan would 
wreck the national housing .act. At 
his press conference he openly advo- 
cated a central agency to handle all 


federal housing activities. This was 
interpreted to mean, alse, one spokes- 
man for these plans. 

_ Only a few minutes before, Ickes, 
in a formal statement. called “mis- 
guided” a wide interpretation of his 
remarks yesterday. He said published 
reports that created “a false impres- 
sion that I am oppos*d to a resum 
tion of private enterprise in the field 
of housing.” Moffett is leading an 
effort to spur private capital into this 
field. -Plainly he was aroused. 

There were strong indications to- 
night that the White House had taken 
a hand in the differences between the 
two. It was learned that Ickes early 
today called Moffett to tell him he 
did not intend his program to conflict 
with the housing administration. 

Other administration representatives 
were active by telephone in discussing 
the situation with both men. Moffett 
then postponed a conference with 
newspapermen to give Ickes time to 
issue a statement explaining his stand. 

“I reiterate that it 1s my personal 
and official desire.” said the Ickes 
statement, “that private initiative ex- 
pand to the limit of its ability ef- 
forts to make possible desirable hous- 
ing construction and thus further the 
recovery program. ,.. 

“The public works administration 
federal housing proiects are under- 
taken in fields in which private enter- 
prise has not entered. am familiar 
with and strongly indorse the program 
of the federal housing administration 
to encourage private capital to engage 
in housing. This is sound policy and 
is not in conflict with the public hous- 
ing program already under way.” 

Yesterday Ickes said that he be- 
lieved the government could build bet- 
ter and cheaper homes than private 
capital “on one straight mortgage at 
3 per cent.” Me spoke of costs as 
low as $1,600. 

It was to this last phrase of the 
Ickes program that Moffett referred 
in his statement that a portion of the 
program would wreck the housing act. 

Were this done, he said, “private 
capital would immediately freeze up 
again and real estate values through- 
out the country would be _ knocked 
down overnight to 20 cents on the dol- 
lar of present values, 

“There should be no government 
competition with private capital in 
constructing homes for sale,” he de- 
clared emphatically.

Doubling for a Lead. 


The lead-directing slam double is 
usually made by a player who has 
bid a suit and has the purpose of in- 
structing the double’s partner not to 
open that suit. The value of this type 
of double is immeasurable. It is read- 
ily conceded that the opening 
lead constitutes about eighty per cent 
of the defense against small slam 
contracts and thus if by the simple 
expedient of doubling the opponents 
you can aid your partner to make 
the killing opening lead, you will, 
through this double, save a great 
points over ayear’s play. 

The lead-directing slam double 
may also used by a player who 
has made no bid. In this case, the 
inference as to just what lead i de- 
sired must drawn from the bid- 
ding of the other players. Any double 
of a slam contract (which is not de- 
fensively ‘reached) must alwa~s be 
left. for the purpose of co-ordinating 
the defense, as the percentages cer- 
tainly do not favor doubling a slam 
contract on some doubtful holding 
merely to pick up fifty or one hun- 
dred points. 

On the hand below, which occured 
in a team-of-four match, both “outh 
players doubled a slam contract even 
though the opponents had done all of 
the bidding. Because of the double 
one of the North players made the 
lead which was desired and as a re- 
sult the contract was defeated. At the 
other table the North player did not 
read the slam double as directing a 
lead and as a result the contract was 
fulfilled.

At the table where North and South 
did not use the double as lead-direc- 
ting. the North play.r blissfully open- 
ed the heart Ace, feeling that with 
his partner’s double he could first 
cash his Ace and then let his partner 
take the setting trick. West of course 
ruffed the ace, played the ace of 
clubs and ruffed a club in dummy, 
and then discarded a diamond and a 
club on the two set up hearts. He 
then drew trumps and when, fortu- 
nately for him, the Queen of clubs 
dropped he was able to take the rest 
of the tricks. 

At the second table, after the six- 
spade contract was doubled, North 
stopped and made the deduction that 
any good player should make,even 
one who never heard of the lead- 
directing slam double. West’s bidding 
was very strong, as a matter of fact 
it was of the type which invites 
seven. Since East and West were 
good players North knew that his 
partner would not double one of their 
voluntarily arrived at slam contracts 
in the hope of collecting a sizeable 
penalty, as this sort sort of thing 
just does not happen.

Hungary’s Charges 


GENEVA, Nov. 23.—(P) — The 
League of Nations heard today that 
Hungary may demand an extraordi- 
nary session of the League to discuss 
Yugoslavia’s charge of Hungarian 
“complicity” in the assassinations at 
Marseille.

Program Mapped To. Aid 
in Further Stimulation 
of Foreign Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(/)— 
The export-import bank and a group 
of private bankers announced today 
after a two-day meeting that they had 
worked out a “detailed plan of proce- 
dure” for co-operation in stimulating 
foreign trade. | « 

“Briefly,” a joint statement. said, 
“the plan provides for commercial 
banks that are. not equipped to handle 
foreign business to assist in directing 
interested parties to banks that are, 
and that these banks give such trans- 
actions and all others that come to 
them direct careful study, assist in 
getting them into bankable shape and 
then consider and determine whether 
they themselves shall take all or part 
of the transactions presented 

“Otherwise they will prepare a 
full memorandum regarding the mat- 
ter and send it along to the export- 
import bank. 

“Our committee has one represent- 
ative for each federal reserve district 
and these men will act as consultants 
for matters coming up in their dis- 
tricts. 

“We believe these banks will -be 
able to help finance certain classes of 
transactions which private banks 
could not handle, such as those of a 
tenure beyond the length of a com- 
mercial bank transaction or involving 
an amount of risk it would not be 
prudent for a commercial bank to as- 
sume, or involving business in coun- 
tries where the problem of foreign 
exchange is acute.” 

The export-import bank was set up 
to help American exporters sell goods 
abroad. The institution can guaran- 
tee up to 75 per cent of foreign- sales 
by American merchants, but it has 
a comparatively little business thus 

ar. 

An executive committee, headed by 
Toseph €. Rovensky. of ‘the Chase 
National Bank of New York, was 
established at the meeting “to be at 
the disposal of the officers of the 
export-import banks to advise upon 
all current foreign transactious.” 

Other members of the committee 
include Charles E. Spencer Jr., Bos- 
ton: Stephen E. Ruth, Philadelphia; 
William H. Gideon, Baltimore; Harry 
Salinger, Chicago: A. D. Simpson, 
Houston; J. S. Curran, San Francis- 
co: Robert F. Maddox, Atlanta; Vic- 
tor Usher, Pittsburgh: W. F. Gep- 
hart, St. Louis; and Jo Zach Miller, 
Kansas City. 

R. S. Hecht, president of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association, and Tom 
K. Smith, president of the Boatmen’s 
National Bank of St. Louis, were 
among those attending the meeting. 


AAA DISBURSEMENTS 
EXCEED HALF BILLION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.-—(4)— 
The AAA passed the half-billion dollar 
mark today in disbursing its flew of 
cash to farmers. 

On July 28, 1933, William E. Mor- 
riss, of Neuces county, Texas, received 
check No. 1 signed Z President 
Roosevelt. It was a $517 payment to 
Morriss for plowing up part of his 
standing cotton, . Since ,that time 
7,224,876 checks have been mailed out 
for a grand total of $506,046,428. 

Of this sum, southern cotton farm- 
ers received 3,690,390 checks. for 
$239,572,187, the largest payment to 
any Pergo a! group. It was divided 
into $112,735,870 for the org = 
up campaign of 1933, $75,702, for 
the acreage reduction program of 1934, 
$12,128,981 to holders of options ou 

overnment-held cotton, and $39,004,- 
898 = holders of cotton option pool 
certificates. 

Topanes growees received $2,042,633 - 
during 1933 and $15,568,147 under the 
1934 acreage reduction contracts. 

Corn-hog. farmers received nothing 
during 1983 but thus far in 1934 have 

cketed $130,661,570. An additional 

1,000 is being paid out to them each 
minute of the day and night. 

Wheat farmers have received 1,722,- 
926 checks ges $118,201,887. 
More than $81,165, was distributed 
last year and the balance thus far 
in 1934. 

Payments to be made before the end 
of the year are expected to run the 
grand total close to $700,000,000. 


Three More Russians 
Doomed for Sabotage 


TASHKENT, U. S.'8. R., Nov. 28. 
(P)—Sentences of death for counter 
revolution in the form of sabotage of 
the cotten crop in this district were 
imposed tonight on three more kulaks 
(rich peasants). 

With similar punishment meted out 
to four other kulaks earlier in the 
day, the total in the Uzbekistan 
region sentenced to be shot for inter- 
ference with the government's cotton 
production program is now 20, 

A number of others convicted on 
charges growing out of the failure of 
the Uzbekistan cotton plan have been 
given stiff prison sentences, uR to 
the soviet maximum of 10 years. Trial 
of others is impending. 

Charges against the accused kulaks 
include flooding the cotton fields to 
hinder cultivation of the crop, theft 
of sheep and money, and speculation 
in cattle. 

The supreme court is holding the 
trials on farms where the alleged 
counter revolutionary acts were per- 


petrated. 


Forest Fires Sweep 
West Virginia Area 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 28. 
(P)—Forest fires sweeping over 2 
areas of timber lands in West Vir- 
ginia were brought under control to- 
night and scores of smaller blazes ex- 
tinguished by heavy rainfall. 

D. B. Griffin, assistant state fer- 
ester. said only SO fires are now 
burning. all but 15 in the southern 
end of the state. They were confined 
to the areas which already were burn 
ed over. : 

Griffin estimated that the fires, 
which killed one man, destroyed more 
than 15.000 acres of timber, worth 
more than $30,000. 

Rain falling throughout southern 
West Virginia last night and today 
extinguished many fires and helped 
bring the larger blazes under control.
